ber in that ifland, without being obliged 
to buy it of foreigners. They might fend 
ma(ts and deal boards to the Antilles, 
which would greatly diminith the price of 
thofe commodities im thofe iflands. Nay, 
what fhould hinder the French from build- 
ing fhips at Cape, Byeton, when they 
might ealily get from Canada ali that is 
wanting there for that purpofe ? Ship- 
building would coft much lefs at Cape- 
Breton than it does m France, and the 
French might even furnish vefiels to fo- 
reigners, from whom they now buy them. 

To conclude; There is no place fafer, 
as well as more convenient, than Cape- 
Breton, for all fhips to put into, that 
come from any part of America, when 
chaced by anenemy, or forced by a ftorm, 
or diftreffed for want of water, wood, or 
provifions : Befides that, in time of war, 
it would prove a {pecial place for priva- 
teers, and greatly diftrefs the trade of 
New-England.. Finally, if .it were fur- 
nifhed with as competent. ftrength, as it 
would be eafy to procure there, the French 
might ingrofs the whole cod-fithery with a 
final] number. of frigates, which would 
always be at hand to fail into the harbour 
and out again, as necefflity fhould require.” 

Every reader, of the meaneft capacity, 
may for once take a French je{uit’s word, 
and be fully convinced from hence, what 
France has loit, and his own judgment 
will plainly inform him what Great-Bri- 
tain has gained, by the late glorious expe- 
dition to Cape- Breton.

Avinced Dr. Afcanius, by his own eyes 
that coral is a mafs of animals of the 
polype kind. 

Mont. Donati has written to me, thay 
he-has thoroughly fatisfied himéelf by his 
laft obfervations, that the polypes are 
fixed to their cells, of which he had he. 

B fore doubted. What he fays afterwards 
of coral appears to me to exprels with 
more truth and precifion what we ought 
to think of this kind of animals, than 
any of the deferiptions which have been 
given fince the new difCoveries have 
changed our fentiments on that fubjec. 

C Polype beds, and the cells which they 
contain, are commonly {poken of as be. 
ing the work of polypes. ‘They are com. 
pared to the honey-comb made by bees, 
It is more exaét to fay, that coral, and 
other coralline bodies, have the {ame re- 
lation to the polypes united to them, that 

D there is between the fhell of a {nail and 
the fnail itfelf, or between the bones of 
an animal, or the animal itfelf. Monf. 
Donati’s words are as follow. “ I am 
now of.opinion, that coral is nothing 
elfe than a real animal, which has a very 
great number of heads... [ confider the 

E polypes of ‘coral only as the heads of the 
animal. This animal has a bone rami- 
fied in the thape of a fhrub. This bone 
is covered: with a kind of fleth, whichis 
the flefh of the animal. My obfervations 
have difcovered' to me feveral analogies 
between the animals of kinds approach- 

F ing to this. ‘There are, for inftance, 
keratophyta, which do not differ from co- 
ral, except in the bone or part that forms 
the prop of the animal. In the coral it 
is teftaceous, and in the keratophyta tts 
horny.” 

The obfervations, which I have made 

G upon fome kinds of polype beds, lead me 
to think, that what are called polypes m 
thofe bodies which are obferved to come 
out of and return into the cells, are more 
than the heads: of the animal. I have

A common agarick which ftands to 
ripenefs upon the trunk of an old tre 
produces many millions of thefe minute 
feeds ; which being difengaged from its 

C fpongy fubftance when ripe, ride thus in 
the air. The greateft part are loft, and 
often all of them: For none will ftrike 
root unlefs it falls upon a part of a tree 
where there is rottennefs and moifture. 

When a feed is receiwed into fuch a 
place it fhoots principally outward ; and

of other circumftances. 

The annual mifhrooms rife, and when 
they have perfetted their feeds perifh like 
annual plants: No part of them remain- 
ing but the feed) which retains the princi- 
ple of life to the'next itafon. » The pe- 
rennial rooted mufhrooms: rife in the fame 
manner from feeds; ‘and »perfe&t.. feeds 
again: The muthroom then fades, but 
the root remuins and srows,’ as is the 
cafe, the perennial plants. The firft is 
obvious in mahy inftances ; and may be 
feen diftinétly in every pafture growad in 
autumn. ¢ 


This may be eafily pulled off from the 
tree ; and there is {fo little bafis or root to 
be feen, that it appears wonderful how 
the great bulk was fed. This is the cale 
in the agaricks of the firft year ; but its 
otherwife afterwards : They adhere more 

E firmly : They are difficult to be removed ; 
and there appears abundant root for their 
nourifhment. 

In the generality of plants raifed from 
feed, the part above ground, and the root 
increafe proportionably to one another;

Perhaps our generals flattered themfelves 
that thefe manéeuvres, no lef fatiguing thar 
wifely conceived and happily executed, 
would throw the Ruffians into centufion ; 
but they were miftaken, - Their. numbers 
made up for what they wanted in point of 
fituation,-and as the ground would not per- 
mit them to extend themfelves, we found 
them ip four lines, forming a front on every 
fide, and furrounded by cannon and chevaux 
de fiize, The village of Zicker Covered 
their right: flanks, beyond ‘which their ca- 
valry reached. Prince Maurice commanded 
our firft line under the King; leutenaat 
general Manteuffel the left wing of infan- 
try ; and general Seydlitz conduéted the ca- 
vairy of chat wing. The infantry began 
the attack of the village, under favour Of @ 
difcharge of 30 pieces of cannon of fix and 
twelve pounders; winch: col, Muller had 
placed very advantageoufly s and a brigade 
of 2260 grenadiers wert advancing to make 
the affauit; but all on afudden, about half 
after ten, when we already faw the enemies 
getting together their -artillery in order to 
make a retreat, this brigade, on which we 
fo much depended; wholly gave way, witle 
out our being able to difcover the reafony 
and were not rallied without great difficul- 
ty. ‘Fhis occaftoned a conffiderable open 
ing, not only between: the cavalry, buc ia 
the infantry, whofe flank became hereby 
uncovered; - | ' 
_. The jenemy's- cavalry lof this favourable 
moment. “Two things concurred for us, te 
prevent diferder, One: was, the Ruffians 
perceiving their: advantage too late >. the 
other, ‘general Seydlitz's bringing up his 
cavalry juft in the interim, | ‘y 
The king, informed: of the rebuff of his 
grenadiets, immediately verdered the regi 
ment of Brunfwick-Bevern, Kalkenftein, 
and of the prince of: Pruffia, -with two bate 
talions of grenadier's, to march fo that place. 
Five’ fquadrons of dragoons of Czetteritz, 
af many fquadtons of gens d’armes, and 
three of the body guards, wete to fupport 
the attack. It began towards noon) and 
general Seydlitz, after routing the Rufhan 
cavalry, fell fo a propos: upon: the enemy's 
flank; that at the :ffue of the combat, pretty 
well fuftained by the cannon, the village 
was carried; “with the military cheft and 
baggage,: which: was:found affemled be- 
hind th@hotfes; i . 
Notwithftandidg the-‘confufion the ene- 
my's whole right wing wat now in, they 
obftinately perfifted: in’ not quitting» the 
ground; which odcafioned a horrible Naugh- 
ter af well by fword And*bayonet as by ovr 
cannon, chatged with «cartridge fhot, and 
the enemy's being, in*°a maiiner, clofe to 
their mouths, The léfsof the Rufhians was 
very confideratle ; -oure trifling, Fifteen

theufand of their men covered the field of 
battle ; but while we thought ourfelves fure 
of viGtory, they. were yet preparing to dif- 
‘oan it. The remains of this right wing 

aving fallen down to the left, we faw them 
both, with the corps de referve, aflembling 
about the village of Quartfchen, — 

The king's troops, far from being difpi- 
rited by the fatigues of the day, thought of 
nothing but fignalizing themfelves by their 
bravery. Animated more and more, they 
furmounted ail difficulties, and at length 
overcame the obftinacy of the enemy. The 
fetting-fun terminated to our advantage, the 
laft maffacre, by a fhower of bullets and an 
attack with the bayonet fixed at the end of 
the mufquet. Then the great fuperiority of 
the enemies only ferved to augment their 
lofs ; and really but a very fmall number of 
them would have efcaped, if towards the 
decline of day one of their generals, with a 
chofen troop, had not made an effort upon 
the king's right wing. That officer loft the 
greateft part of his men; but the attempt 
had this advantage, that in drawing our at- 
tention to that fide, the broken remains of 
the enemy's infantry had leifure to with- 
draw from the fide of our left wing, and te 
take a new poft in the night for rallying 
with the reft of their army. On our fide, 
we pafied the night under arms, and the 
mext morning, the 26th, began again to 
cannonade the enemies, who yet ftood it 
the whole day. The 27th they feemed to 
have a defign to engage in a new combat ; 


but, inftead of advancing, they foen turned 


off, and took the road of Landfberg. Im- 
mediately all the Pruffian army put in mo- 
tion to purfue them, As it was impoffible 
for them to reach the city under the eyes of 
our troops, they turned towards Vietzel, 
and pofted themfelves between that village 
and the river Warte. This was, perhaps, 
the worft ftep they could have taken, fince, 
being deprived of bridges, they had no re- 
treat, nor fubfiftence but for a few days. 
Our lofs is very moderate, confidering 
what a great vi€tory we have gained. In all 
the lifts we fee but 30. officers killed, and 87 
wounded, 768 foldiers killed, 1372 wound- 
ed, and 358 miffing. But the Ruffians Icft 
20,000 of their menon the {pot, exclufive 
of the flightly wounded, whom they carried 
off. In the night between the 2sth and 
the 26th, we made 1200 of them prifoners, 
including 60 officers, amongft whom there 
are feven generals of different ranks. The 
number of prifoners encrealed confiderably 
the next day, and this. day, (the 27th) we 
have 2000. As many of their wounded as 
were judged curable, have been taken off 
the ficld of battle by she kirg's orders, 
In thort, one might wonder at the difpro- 
persion of the lofs on. both fides, had we 
not obferved that the enemy's artillery was 
fo ill ferved, that the balls went ten or 
twelve feet over our heads, only a few 
cannon, charged with cartridge thor, cid 
(ome execution againit us; and, moreover,

they are fo awkward in handling their arms, 
that they give us more trouble in kj)\jp 
than overcoming them ; for a thot thro’ the 
body is not fufficient to make them leave 
off fighting, unlefs the vital parts ar 
touched, 

Our trophies are 104 pieces of cannon, ;, 
mortars, 37 colours, five ftandards, fon. 
kettle-drums, &c. the whole ranged befop 
the king’s tent, and expofed to the view of 
the army, &c.”’

And I believe wil! do him no mifchief, if he 
is. .Let him lofe fix ounces of blood in the 
morving, at night let him take fix grains of 
calomel, made into a bolus with conferve of 
hips. The fucceeding morning give him 
three ounces of the common infufion of 
fenna, with half an ounce of manna dif- 
folved in it. Let this bolus and purge 
repeated three or four times, three who’e 
days. intervening betwixt, each. On the 
days he does.mot take the purging draught, 
let him have. the,following pills. Mi 
gum. galbanum and gum ammoniacum, 
each. two..drachms, and powder of 
dcied {quills half a drachm, .into a ma; 
with. baliam. of giliad,. or copaiva, a 
make 54 pills 5. of .which take four, mor 
ing and afternoon. On one of the days b& 
tween the fecond and third purge, | would
